The time has arrived when something 
drastic has got to be done for the pro- 
tection of the lives of people against speed 
maniacs and other derned fools that are 
flying around the city and country in 
death-dealing juggernaughts, killing, crip- 
pling, maiming and murdering anybody 
and everybody that gets in the way. 

It has go so now that no one’s life is 


‘ gafe to venture to cross a city street or a 


country road, and especially is this true as 
regards women and children and old pco- 
ple.
